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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the rejection recited in the Finale Office action 
mailed 3/24/05. Applicant's remarks provided in pages 2-4 of the Reply filed 4/14/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that utilizing Worley's digital storage for storing digital data and for generating forced on 
and forced off signals for providing the selective delay in the Walker reference makes no sense and non obvious, the test for obviousness 
is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that 
the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of 
the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
As indicated in the first Office action mailed 8/16/04, Walker '942 teaches that the waveform generator 67 could be a waveform generator 
capable of generating a digital common reference, see col. 7, lines 59-64; a transition separating a first pulse interval and a second pulse 
interval in a modulated signal based on the digital information is determined by time transition, e.g., from t2 to t7, which separates the 
modulated pulse signals R.I1 , RI2; RI1 , GI1 , BI1 ...are modulated pulse width digital signals (see Walker '942, Fig. 8); the video controller 
70 provides video pixel data; Worley '452 is relied for the use of digital storage elements 108 for generating PWM signals; and also for 
generating the force "on" and forced "off" signals, which provides selective delay the transition (claims 19 and 29); and also further, the 
motivation for combining the references is specifically identified and provided in the above-mentioned Office action. Claims 1-30 are 
therefore stand rejected. 
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
